too vile to print in a newspaper 

The hero of Thk Ji nui.e is JutkIs. a 
great, broad shouldered Lithuanian 
who clotted In work, for the mere sake 
of it, even If he had had no incentive. 
In thp f:ir forests of Lithuania, where 
he and his father had lived all their 
lives, children of nature. Juruls had 
heard of free Anieri.:i. and that as 
much as flu a week was to be earned 
by a wtntMS laboring man. In the |IMt 
city of Chicago. And after many arm- 
ments and much discussion, he had 
prevailed upon his faiher, and Onn the 
sweet bllthsorae lass to whom he waa 
betrothed, and her mother sn.l several 
children nnd relatives, to emigrate to 
splendid America, where a man RMJ 
not nlways remain a peasant, but 
where he has a chance to Improve him- 
self and rise In the world.

E.NIUCHINO THE BIO CITIES. 
It can be plainly figured out that th> 
i Individual farmer who would divert 
half his trade to Chicago, New Yorl < 
some other foreign cltv. lu the cour-. 
of tun years would ftend away three 
thousand dollars. If it were possiu' 
that he could save ten per cent on tail 
amount, in ten years' time he would 
save three hundred .|.,ILirn. Ili> njj 
compensation would be a dead home 
town, poor schools, a poor home msr- 
ket. and no increase in the value of bis 
real-estate holdings 

On the other band, by giving his 
patronage to tho home town, even 
though he must pay the merchant tin 
per cent more thnn the foreign house, 
the remit would be like this: On ac- 
count of Increano In farm values, one 
hundred and sixty acres of land worth 
ten dollars more per acre, sixteen hun- 
dred dollars; or, thirteen hundred dol- 
lars better off in tea years than If hn 
gave half his patronage to the foreign" 
concern.

Some Instances may be cited to show 
Just what is meant by resistant or lm 
mune varieties and their value Q| 
furnish a striking example. Euro- 
pean grapes planted In this country 
fall wherever the American grape root 
louse is present, because the louse is 
able to attack and destroy the roots 
of these varieties. The roots of na 
tlve American grapes are also attl 
by the same louse, but are so hard sad 
wiry that the louse can not destroy 
them. In other words they are re. 
Blatant. 

The unusual resistance of the Kelf- 
fer pear to blight has made it pos 
sible to grow this pear In the South- 
ern States, where most other varie- 
ties fall because of blight The va- 
riety of cow pea known as Little Iron 
has proved so resistant to wilt disease 
that In some fields It has survived 
when all other varieties have n 
killed. American gooseberries arc but 
little aubject to the mildew which se- 
riously affects the larger English va- 
rieties when grown here. With nearly 
every crop grown, some of 
etles are more resistant or Immune to 
eome disease or Insect attack 'ban 
others. 

Some varieties of the same plant 
are but little affected Lv » 1 
while others are badly injured. V*a 
•Hations In this respect also extend 
,o individual plants of a given variety, 
facts have been utilized to 
extent in the origination of the 
so called "dlsess, proof va- 
rieties which have been Introduced 
Into culture— as. for example, the 
"mat-proof" varieties of wheat, oats 
ate. As a rule, however those varle 
ties have not. been developed hv nnv 
systematic, scientific methods of se^ 
lection and breeding, and although n 
few show merit, most of them have 
not measured tip to the claims made 
for them They hare, however, served 



qulry addressed to a large number of 
potato specialists in the Northeastern 
States and in Canada From these it 
appears that a wide variation is shown 
In disease resistance among the varle- 
tlea now in cultivation In America, 
but that no one variety Is preeminent. 

Among those which have been wide- 
ly tested, the following deserve men- 
tion as of the resistant class: Dakoto 
Red. Rustproof, Irish. Cobbler. Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Doe Pride, and White 
. Heauty. 

In tests made at the Vermont sta- 
tion In 1905 the following varieties 



grown from the seed of one seedsman. 

Many of tte hllll from this strati of 
Roekyford seed remained green 
throughout the season snd produced 
a good crop of melons. Further obser- 
vations In the muskmelon fields of 
thst neighborhood also sbowei that 
wherever this strain of Ho. kyfof l seed 
had been used many hllll wrre unaf- 
fected with rust, while with other 
strains of seed of the same variety 
the vines were sll dead. 

The Investigator selected s n i intlty 
of aeed from the raal raalstsnl hills 
ind planted them In eoniparivn with 
ordinary seed. "On the runt r.»i»tlag 
hills the melons were bidden under a 
healthy growth of vines, snd were 
large, solidly aettad, with tin k. firm 
flesh, small seed cavity completely 
filled with seed. On the rust. I hllla 
the planta were almost devoid of leaves 
and the email melona were premature- 
ly ripe, with thin, watery fleeh. open, 
large seed cavity, and practically of 
no market value.'' 

In tracing back the history of thla 
strain of seed it was found tt. it »< rno 
years before a seedsman had save 1 the 
first lot from a single health t melon 
taken from a field of rusted vines. It 
hsd therefore been developed by the 
simple process of saving seed froaa 
the liest melona produ sd by plants 
which withstood attacks of rust wh 
-urroundlng plants were destroyed by 
bis disease. What was thus acco ra- 
vished by one farmer with one . rop 
.n prol \ tie ac-ompll-hed by other 
farmers w h the same or with ..•!,er 
-rops. if they will be alert, while the 
r pa sre i:- owing, to select and mirk 
Individual slants which show ev.-ep* 
tlonal merit along the lines of pro- 
lific yield, early maturity. re-Utame to 
disease, or o her desirable quality and 
save se#d separately from the plant 
-howlng sir h qualities. Marked va- 
riations whbh may t*» profitably util- 
ized In this way are constantly oc.ur 
ring and ar«* plainly evident on all | 
farms.
